City Sewerage— Health. 


The following extracts from the let­ 
ter of our Health Officer, I)r. MoK f.k, 
are worthy of cor Adoration: 


1st. In tho absence of efficient sew -rage 
(whlcli, by the way, the oily uulhorUie* are 
h o w e n d e a v o r i n g to provide; our present sys­ 
tem of privies and dom estic drainage in géu- 
eral atnonnts to nothin? less than »i nuisance 
of the m ost dangerous character. The seeth­ 
ing m asses of hum an corruption and tilth 
found In a I urge m ajority of old vaults speak 
In tones of thunder, dem anding of us to bury, 
crem ate or abate in som e tnanuer the foul 
collections for the sake of nil the people—not 
only for th e poor tenant and the Innocent and 
helpless child, but the w ealthy landlord, 
who, though in m any coses rem oved som e 
blocks aw ay fiom his property, Is often the 
victim of the poison sent toward high heaven 
from his own property. 
The people of this city know that 
these facts exist. They may as well 
“ face the music” at oncn, and assist 
the officer in correcting the evil. 
Let 
every neighbor inform upon every 
other neighbor, who does not comply 
with this ordinance, until this deso­ 
lating stench is removed from the 
city. Do this or your iow-land prop­ 
erty goes down and the hilHand goes 
up in value. 
New-comers seeking 
lots upon which to build their family 
residences will naturally select the 
high land until this sewage question 
is finally and 
effectually 
settled. 
There is one clause in the letter that 
needs modification. 
In speaking of 
“ dry earth closets ” he says: 


It especially appeals to iho people of this 
oity because, we have not now, nor never ran 
have, an efficient system of sewerage 
The 
lay of the lu ud In m uch of the city torblds it, 
and then we have no sea, bay nor river to 
effectually absorb the vast quantities of sew­ 
age that 12,000 to 20,000 people send forth. 
A lready the city authorities are at loss to 
know where they m ay discharge the m ain 
sewer, as the present one is reported a nui­ 
sance. K vsn in this Im perfect way 1 hey will 
he unable to supply all portions of th e city 
w ith sewerage for «orne yeurs to come, henee 
the greater necessity for adopting tliN dry 
earth closet for the protection of the public 
health. 
• Dr. P a t t e r s o n , in his lecture on 
irrigation (which nobody 
went to 
hear), published in the first number 
of the H e r a l d , said that t lie richest 
most productive and valuable land in 
Scotland were those manured and 
watered by sewage—liquid manure; 
meadows cutting ten tons of hay per 
acre per year. Sewage is a commod­ 
ity that has value in the old country. 
The city and the owners of land below 
the city should combine and construct 
one large trunk sewer, and keep a 
head of water 
constantly flowing 
through it. This would make a com­ 
plete outlet for the sewage, which 
would be worth to the land-owners 
below ten dollars per acre per year. 
Nothing would be lost; all would be 
utilized, and the city cleaned. The 
Co-operative Nursery Company could 
well afford to build one-half the sewer 
for the liquid manure it would carry 
them. 


Our Advantages. 


Our climate and soil are peculiarly 
adapted to the growth of fruits that 
cannot be raised east of the Rocky 
Mountains—such as prunes, plums, 
apricots and raisiu grapes—fruits for 
which our merchants are paying mil­ 
lions of dollars annually to foreign 
countries, and the supply is never 
equal to the demand. 
Wo have not 
raised these fruits becauso we could 
not market them green, and wo did 
not understand the process of curing 
them to advantage. 
But we have 
been assured by those who know that 
the Alden process cures this fruit in a 
manner that makes it far superior to 
any we have ever seen in market. 
And to show the profit of this fruit, 
cured by this process, the following 
estimate is given. The prune, for ex­ 
ample: To cultivate the prune, they 
are planted fourteen feet apart. This 
gives two hundred and twenty-two 
trees to the acre. The petite variety 
will from the bud produce at five years 
old two hundred pounds to the tree. 
These prunes can be made into an ar­ 
ticle far superior to any imported, at a 
ugost not exceeding three cents per 
pound. This would give fifteen thous­ 
and two hundred pounds per acre of 
preserved prunes, which at twenty-five 
cents per pound would give three 
thousand and forty dollars per acre. 
Deduct from this the cost of curing, 
and you have two thousand five hun­ 
dred and eighty dollars. This is a cor­ 
rect estimate of the prune, and other 
small fruits are 
equally valuable. 
Does Los Angeles want anything bet­ 
ter? When we take into considera­ 
tion the small cost of machinery, the 
cheapness of tho building required, 
the light expense of running—all of 
which is given in a pamplet published 
by the Alden Company—and the im ­ 
mense returns given in hard cash, we 
feel justified in saying it is the best 
thing that has ever come to this 
county. 


Castac Placer Mines. 


Wm. P. 
R e y n o l d s lias returned 
from tho Castac mines. He surveyed 
the ditob and found the water can be 
put oil the highest ground of the 
m ines—giving ten feet fall to the mile 
and then have fifty-eight feet to spare. 
That is they have fifty-eight feet more 
fall than they need. 
This settlei all 
doubts about Castac placer 
mines. 
There ha* always boon some doubt 
as to whether the water could be run 
on tho mines in a ditch, giving the 
fall necessary. One other Item of im ­ 
portance was also determined by the 
survey of this ditch, viz: th at it will 
not require over half as much fluming 


as the company expected. This will 
greatly reduce the anticipated cost of 
the work. 
W ith these favorable facts 
our confidence in this eatcrprise is 
fixed. 
Indeed we had hardly a doubt 
ofjits success when wo learned that 
Col. R. M. W i l l i a m s was at its head. 
He says it shall be done, and that is 
enough. The co»t of M ils ditch is esti­ 
mated ail the way from twelve to 
twenty thousand dollars, and we have 
not found a man who says the mines 
are worth less than half a million 
when the water ditch shall have been 
completed. 
We like such enterprises 
as this and wish we had more of them. 
We are promised a full report from 
the engineer as soon as it can bo made 
out. 


Fruit Drying. 


One of the Alden evaporators is pre­ 
serving or drying three ions of cur­ 
rants per day. Only think of it. 
We 
have the liest climate and soil on the 
continent for tlic production of these 
small fruits, but have neglected to 
raise them because we had no market 
for them. But now we can have a 
market, and in two years wc will pro­ 
duce thousands of tons. 
God bless 
Alden, and let all the people say, 
amen. 


L o c a l O p tio n cannot win and tem­ 
perance reform will progress back­ 
ward in this city until there is an im­ 
provement in the quality of water 
we are called upon t<> drink. 
People 
like fish and they like bivalves but you 
seldom find a man or a woman that 
likes to drink these things. The other 
day a gentleman exhibited to us a 
littlo whale about two iuches long, 
taken from the water pipe, and more 
recently we have seen a handful ol 
periwinkles, small clams and other 
shell fiali, taken from a hydrant near 
the terminus of the Sixth street raii- 
road. These little things smelled just 
as loud as little things could be ex­ 
pected to smell. Our whisky may be 
bad, but while we are compelled to 
drink whales and periwinkles in our 
water, we must have something to 
kill tiie animalculte after it reaches 
the stomach. 


NEW 
ADVERTISEMENTS. 


A g o o d pair of eyes looking from 
the housetop or a second story window 
will see a great many signs in this 
city that are very carelessly fastened. 
Many great heavy signs are set up on 
the awning and held in position by 
two or three slats tacked to the upper 
edge and then tacked to the roof be­ 
hind. Many of the swinging sign­ 
are held in position by the feeblest 
fastenings. The wind may send down 
these great weights at any moment, 
and 
the 
man, 
woman 
or 
child 
who chances to be in their line of de­ 
scent will bo maimed or killed. The 
Council should have these signs exam­ 
ined and where found unsafe properly 
fastened.
